fire at 4 k thi? morning. A man on 

watch in the engine-room was the first to see 

the blaze, which was in the kitchen and fast 
communicating to the adjoining apartments 
and those just above, which part was known 
as the “heip’s” quarter, and where all the 
help was sieeping soundly. The watchman 
ran to the corner of the hotel and pulled one 
of the new fire-alarm boxes. In just one 
minute and thirty seconds from that time the 
fire-engines were upon the ground. This 
quick work saved the main structure; for 
had the fire laddies arrived a moment later 
the fire would have been beyond coutrol, and 
even as it was there was a great blaze, and it 
looked as though there was to be another 
holocaust. 

AROUSING THE GUESTS. 

The night-clerks, bell-boys, and parties on 
watch ran through the building awakening 
the guests. ‘lhey commenced at the top 
floor and knocked at every door as they ran 
through the halls, and shouted that the hotel 
was on fire. From the sixth story they de- 
scended to the fifth, and did there as they 
had done on the top floor. They went all 
through the hotel and woke up about every- 
body in it. They cried as they rapped on 
each door, Fire! fire! wake up; don’t walt 
a minute.” As a consequente the halis 
were soon filled with a trigttened, panic- 
stricken crowd of men, women, and children, 
who had followed the advice without taking 
time to dress, and therefore everybody 
rushed down the stairs dressing as they 
went, and crowding each 
in a frantic endeavor to 
the street. The rotunda was iil 
in a very short time with a mob of grotesqne 
looking people, whe as 
anything but smoke stopped to put on what 
few articles of clething they carried. They 
poured out into the street in a thick volume 
without head or feet covering, and with lit- 
tie to cover the body. 

THOUGHTS OF MILWAUKEE. 

One of the main reasons why there was 
such intense excitement among the guests, 
the hired help, and those who. happened to 
be on hand when the alarm was given was 
that, as quickly as a flash, every one thought 
of the Newhall House horror at Milwaukee 
last week. ‘That dreadful and appaliing 
event was fresh in the minds of all, and that 
ery of “Fire! Fire! Getup! The house is 
on fire,” sent a thrill of terror through every 
heart. No one at first could really tell the 
extent of the fire. 

The greatest excitement appeared to be in 
the servants’ quarters. As soon as they were 
told that the house was on fire they ine 
frightened, and a panic for a few minutes 
ensued. The women shrieked and rushed 
out lightly clad, each striving to be the first 
down-stairs, all succeeding eventually. ‘Their 
quarters were right over the kitchen. The 
house was surrounded by engines almost 
immediately after the alarm was given, and 
the effect of their efforts was to check ina 
short time the progress of the flames. 

PANIC. 

It was then realized that the scare was 
greater than the tire. The fire originated in 
the kitchen—probably from the range—and, 
spreading rapidly at first, filled the few who 
were aware of the existence of it 
with horror. The smoke found its 
way all through the halls, and ac- 
eelerated the speed of the guests 
in leaving the building. Lights were turned 
on them, and something like order followed 
the retreat. The chief feature of the fire was 
the excitement produced. Op the streets 
were groups of men and women, shivering in 
the cold. One man was clad in an undersnirt 
and an overcoat. Several of the women were 
in their nightgowns, and were crying bitter- 
ly. Most of the ladies wereattired merely in 

a skirt and shawi. One lady looked like 

Hamlet’s ghost as she moved around clad in 

a comfort snatched from her bed. None 

of them had head-covering. One man 

had a handkerchief around his ears and no 
shoes or socks on. A grand endeavor was 
made by all to borrow shoes. Those thus 
driven out found shelter any andeverywhere 
they could. Hundreds flocked into the Globe- 

Democrut office, which is on the corner op-

Two hours after the fire was diseovered, 
the engines quit work, the firemen having 
confined the flames to the kitchen and the 
nelp’s quarter.

Unusually Heavy Weather and Sev-

THE TARIFF BILL. 


DETERMINED EFFORTS TO PREVENT ITS 
PASSAGE. 

WasnhincorTonr, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—There 
remain but forty-two working days of tbis Con- 
gress, and the Ways and Means Committee bas 
not reported ite Tariff bili. A member of the 
committee said tonight that the bill will be fin- 
ished in committee tomorrow, and probabiy 
reported to the House Tuesday, and that they 
will then attempt to make it the exciusive busi- 
ness of the House with the exception of appro- 
priation bills. The same member said: 

“Still, I begin to bave doubts whether there 
will be any Tarif bill in this Congress. 
It is all in the hands of the Demo- 
crats. The Republican mejority is not 
sufficiently large large to force the passage of 
any tariff bill egaiust even slight Democratic 
— 1 and | bear leading Democrats de- 

re that there is to be no bill. Demucratic 

members of the Wars and Means Committee 
say as much. They are loaded with amendments, 
and will talk against the bill indefinitiy when it 
shall be reported.’ 

A member of the Senate Finance Committee 
niso said tonight that the outlook for the pass- 
age of any law was very unpromising, and 
he thougnt it not improbabie that, aft- 
er another week's discussion in the 
Senate, the friends of the bill would 
see the impossibility of doing anything. and 
abandon it. Meanwhile great efforts are being 
used by the representatives of different interests 
to modify the bills in both Houses as to various 
measures. 

The pig-iron men are ‘here in force, and have 
the old story to tell about injury to their in- 
dustry from the threatened reduction of exist- 
mg rates. They say that many well-iocated 
furnaces, fitted with modern appliances, were 
today either closed or running without any 
profit,and that the proposed reduction in the 
duty, if enacted by Congress, will speedily bring 

about the most disastrous resuits. Assuming 
that imports of pig and scrap iron for the year 

1882 (a year of low rices) reach 600.000 
gross tons, this meant a diregt loss of employ- 
ment to American miners, furnace men, and 
transporters of over $10,000,@¥, on a basis of 
$17 per ton for labor and bendiing. The facts, 
they say. are therefore plainly apparent: First. 
the manufacture of pig-iron in the section rep- 
sented by this committee is an induscry which 
must gradually decline in the future through 
the operation of natural causes; second, it is 
that section which is direotly atrected by the 
importation of foreign irons, and the chief ef- 
fect of any reduction in the duty must fali upon 
those who are least abieto bear it. Arguments 
like this are being pressed upon the members of 
both tariff committees. The corridors leading 
to the two committee rooms are almost inac- 
cessible on account of these lobby crowds. 

The Democrats of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee have devised a néw plan for delay. One 
of them said tonight that they should demand 
another vote for reduction on all leading arti- 
cles, and that there was no prospect that the bill 
would be reported before Friday, and that prob- 
abiy it would not be before Monday. 


GEN. THOMAS, 


COMIPLETE REFUTATION OF SENATOR CAME- 
BON’S CHARGES. 

WasHINoTON, U. C., Jan. 14.—{Special.]—The 
more the record of Gen. Thomas is examined 
the more unjust. inaccurate, and uncalled-for 
does the late speech of Senator Cameron appear. 
Of necessity ail Soathern officers were obliged, 
on the threshold of the War,to decide upon 
their course. This decision for George H. 
Thomas was made in December, 1860, when be 
arrived in Washington on leave from Texas, and 
reported that Twiggs intended treachery. The 
Second Cavalry. of which be was Major, had 
Albert Sidney Johnston for its Colonel, Robert E. 
Lee for its Lieutenant-Colenel, and Hardee was 
its Senior Major, while Van Dorn, Kirby Smith, 
Hood, and Fitzhugh Lee were among its offi- 
cers. All but two of the Southern officers in the 
regiment joined the Rebellion—Thbomas and one 
other did not. Among such influences he stood 
loyal from the first. 

u Gen. Garfield's oration at Cleveland before 
the Society of the Army of the Cumberland the 
evidence is set forth to show that while the con- 
test was confined to the politicians Thomag 
might have been perplexed, but that the flash 
of the first. gun revealed to the intellect of 
Thomas the whole character arid spirit of the 
controversy, and his choice was made in an in- 
stant.“ Few are better authority on Thumas 
than was Gen. Garfield.

CIVIL SERVICE 
APPOINTING THE COMMISSIONERS. 

WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 14.—[{Special.)}—The 
Boston Democrats, at their Faneuil Hall meet- 
ing, drew up a petition recommending Heary L. 
Nelson as the Democratic Civil-Service Com- 
wissioner. The petition was signed by all the 
leading Democrats of Massachusetts, and sent 
here to Representative Morse to re- 
sented to the President. Mr. Nelson at 
present the Washington correspondent of the 
Boston Post, and is an accomplished and qsiti- 
vated gentleman. Probably Mr. Pendleton will 
be asked by the President to express his opinion 
as to the appointment of the Democratic Com- 
missioner, and it is generally understood 
that Pendieton’s suggestion will deter- 
mine the appolutment. Mr. Pendleton, upon 
being inquired of as to the probable Democratic 
candidate, said that he had not been advised or 
consulted with upon the subject, and that it was 
not his custom to go about asking for office, It 
is not known whether any Ohio Democrat as- 
pires to the place. Judeing from the character 
of the Democratic opposition in Ohio to the bill, 
to accept service on the commission would be a 
sign of disloyalty.

and character; yet Representatives are already 
recéiving applications for their intivence to 
secure appointments as members of this com- 
mission. 


PACIFIC ROADS. 
INVESTING THE SINKING FUNDS. 
Wasutyoros, D. C., Jan. 4.—{Special.]—An 
important question wiil arise in the House be- 
fore the end of the session concerning the in- 
vestment of the sinking-fund money of the 
Union Pacific Ratiroads. It appears that lands 
were granted to the Kansas Pacific Haiiroad 
Company, and that havitg earned the title to 
4,000,000 acres, patents for only 900,000 acres 
have been taken, so that the company owes the 
Government $100,000 for surveying, selecting, 
and conveying. The hill proposed provides that 
the company must pay within ninety 
days the costs of surveying, etc, and 
must take the patents for the land which 
it bas earned by theeompletion or its road. The 
bill further provides that the Union Pacitic and 
Central Pacitic sinking-fund money sbail be in- 
vested either in Government bonds or in the 

first mortgage bonds of the respective roads. 
The Senate at the last session passaed a bill 
providing for this important Change in the 
sinking-tund iovestment. The bill provided 
that the Sinking Fund act of 1875 should be so 
moditied as to permit the Secretary of the 
Treasury to invest the sinking fund, thereby 
established, in the tirst mortgage thirty-year 
bonds of the Union Pacific and Central Pacific 


Companies. 

Mr. Morrill! stated at the time that 
about $500 was tying idie in the 
treasury because the companies were un- 
Wilm that it should be invested in Govern- 
ment bonds, as the iaw required. In addition 
he remarked that the Government had advanced 
to these companies, or pledged itseif to pay, 
more than $40,000,000, and be was surprised be- 
cause the Government could not ovtain from 
the companies alarger amount of the debt, to 
increase their investments in the bonds and 
stocks of other corporations from $7,000,000 in 
1879 to nearly $29,000,000 in 1881. The friends of 
this latter bill seem to dave feared that it 
would not pass the House as it stood. The pro- 
visions of it have been sandwiched between the 
first and the last parts of the bill reported by 
Mr. Anderson. The bill proposes, in brief, that 
the Government shall begin to make invest- 
ments in railroad bonus.

AND PIPES—NO RELIEF TO CONSUMERS. 

WasHincton, D. C., Jan. 12.—The considera- 
tion of the Sbipping bill in the House prevented 
the Committee on Ways and Means from com- 
pleting the Tariff bill today, the members of the 
committee being required in the House to vote 
on the more important clauses of the bill under 
consideration. Before proceeding fregulariy 
with the. bill the committee returned to the 
schedule on silks, and made several important 
changes. The paragraphs relating to raw silk, 
silk threads, etc., as amended today, read as fol- 
lows: 

“ Silk, partially manufactured, and not fur- 
ther advanced or manufactured than carded or 
combed silk, 50 cents per pound. 

* Thrown sik in gum, not more advanced 
than singles, tram, organzine twist, floss in the 
gum, and spun 6ilk. silk threads or yarns of 
every description, purified or dyed, O per cent 
ad valorem." 

The amendments consist in taxing sewing-silk 
from the second classification, which includes it 
in the tirst at 50 cents per pound, and in substi- 
tuting 30 per cent ad valorem for the specitic 
rates of $1.50 and $2 per pound, the latter being 
the rate originally determined upon for silk 
threads or yarns. e paragraph prescribing 50 
per cent ad valorem on ali 8. Wares, and 
merchandise made of silk, aud not otherwise 
provided for. was not altered. e foliowi 
was added as a new paragraph: Sewing-sil 
in the gray, and spun silk in the gray, and cor- 
donuet in the gray, used for the manufacture of 
trimming, W per cent ad valorem.’ 

The schedule on sundries was not finished, and 
the free list now alone remains to be considered.

5 per cent on the rate originally adopted. 

Leadpetictis, as originally agreed upon, were 
fixed at the uniform rate of 3% per cent. This 
paragtaph was reconstructed to read as follows: 
* Pencils of wood, filied with lead or other ma- 
terials (except state), and pencils of lead, $1 per 
gross; pencil leads, nut in wood, 10 per cent ad 
valorew.’ 

The paragraph on pipes and smokers’ articles 
was stricken out, and the phraseology and rates 
of the present law were substiteted, whivb fixes 
the duty on pipes, pipe-bow!ls, etc., of thé more 
expensive kind at $1.50 per gross. ‘and on com- 
mon clay pipes at 36 per cent ad valorem. 

The rate on precious stones, which was in- 
creesed trom 10 to 25 per cent by the committee. 
was restored to the lowerrate. Natural flowers, 
and alistrings of cat-gut and other tike ma- 
terial, other than strings for musical instru- 
ments, were transferred to the free list. The 
duty salt was fixed by the commission at 10 
cent r busdel when in sacks or barrels and 
six cents when in bulk. Today a motion to re- 
store the existing rates, which are 12 and eight 
cents respectively, was carried by a vote of four 
to three. Subsequently, bowever, this action 
was rescinded by a vote of five to three, so that 
the awe recommended by the commission 
stancs.

The 
Philadelphia Times in this connection makes

MUNICIPAL DEBTS OF ILLINOIS. 

The Auditor of the State of- Lilinois, the 
Hon. Charies P. Swigert, presented to the 
Legislature at its January meeting a report 
of the affairs of the State for the preceding 
two years, brought down to Nov. 1, 1882. 
During the two years of the present Auditor 
vigorous efforts have been made by him and 
his chief subordinates to collect the fullest 
details of the debts owing by the various 
municipalities of the State. The results of 
these labors are furnished in the present re- 
port, the details of which are published in 
Tue Tumors this morning. 

On the 1st of November, 1874, the indebted- 
ness of the counties, townships, and muni- 
cipalities of the State for bonds issued in aid 
of the construction of railroads was es- 
timated as below. This statement only in- 
cluded those bonds registered in the office of 
the Auditor of State under the act of. 1869 
and the act of 1865:

ed since 1879—the old rate of interest being 
reduced on the new bonds to 5 or 6 per cent, 
the remainder still bearing 7 and 8, and 
about four millions 10 per éent interest. 
Payment af this debt has, however, begun, 
and it will be rapidly retired. 

The aggregate of the railroad aid debt, 
which is now in course of reduction, and the 
Cook County debt is $43,745,068, leaving only 
$8,000,000 other municipal debt tor the other 
parts of the State. The debt of the City of 
Chicago proper is only $12,500,000, though ip 
the report of the Auditor, which includes the 
debts of the west and other parks, and also 
school district debts, itis put down us over 
$17,000,000. Except in this county, where 
the spirit of debt-making is somewhat ramp- 
‘ant, there is generally a most commendable 
effort towards reducing existing debts and a 
disposition to refrain from making new ones. 
The 5 per cent of the assessment for taxation, 
as the limit of debt-making, operates as a 
severe but eminently wise restraint upon the 
ambition of rural officers in the way of creat- 
ing debts. 

The next serious item in this list of local 
debts is that of Cook County, which is 
charged with a total of $25,348,065, which is 
far in excess of one-half of the whole muni- 
cipal debt of the State, 

The debt of this county in detail will be of 
interest to the general public. We give only 
the principal amounts;

As we have said before, ll the township 
debts, which includes that of parks of the 
Chicago towns, are included in the debt of 
the city. We give the figures as they are re- 
ported by the Auditor. It must be remem- 
bered that the present report, which is some- 
what incomplete, is far more complete than 
any which has preceded it. In the compari- 
son of the total municipal debt of 1882 with 
that of 1878, allowance must be made for the 
\fact that the report of 1878 was deficient to 
the extent perhaps of several millions of the 
total of the municipal debt of that year. 
This will account for the seemingly smal! re- 
duction made in the four years that have

HOTEL FIRES. 

Ciose upon the heels of the Milwaukee 
calamity ong which threatened similar hor- 
rors is barely averted in St. Louis by the 
prompt action of a night clerk and the good 
fortune that the fire broke out in the back 
part of the hotel, thus giving time for the 
guests to make their escape. Had it not been 
for these fortunate contingencies the burn- 
ing of the Pianters’ House might have en- 
tailed a repetition of the horrible scenes 
which attended the burning of the Newhall 
House. Ii is time now that popular opinion 
should make itself heard and felt, and not 
cease its demands for public. protection as 
soon as the newspapers have ceased to com- 
ment upon these disasters. It is time for the 
traveling public to stop patronizing houses 
which are notoriously unsafe. It is time for 
building inspectors to enforce building laws. 
itis time that the proprietors of fire-iraps 
should be punished. It is time that these 
calanitties were called crimes and punished 
as crimes. 

The Newhall House furnishes a good 
opportunity for commencing the reform. 
This house was nothing but a tinder-box in- 
cased in brick walls. It was generally known 
in Milwaukee that it was an unsafe house. 


allowed it to stand as it was, and its propri- 
etor allowed people to sleep in it, knowing 
that it was unsafe. Apparently no one cared 
to take the responsibility of enforeing the 
laws. Isittoo late yet? But the Newhall 
House is not the only unsafe house in our 
large cities. There are unsafe hotels in Chi- 
eago which are only tinder-boxes set in stone 
or brick, and which have no appliances at 
all for protecting life in case of fire, whereas 
they should, above all other buildings, be 
made as fire-proof as possible. The Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican, commenting upon this 
subject, makes the excellent suggestion that 
the law-making power has the right to com- 
pel the use of rope fire-escapes in every pub- 
lie building and that it is its duty to enforce 
it, and it suggests to the Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts that it pass a bill the first section 
of which reads as follows: 

Every room, above the second story, of every 
hotel or inn, and every window of every public 
ball, theatre, or piace of public amusement, and 
of every room evunected therewith or leading 
therefrom, spall be provided witha fire-escave 
consisting of a Urs quality hemo rope of not 
less tbaa tive-eligaths an ino in diameter 
and of a icaeth equal to bight of the window 

from the ground bencath, securely attacned to 
a windlass fastened beneath the sill of the win- 
dow, on the inside of the building, in such a way 
as to support a weight of 500 pounds and admit 
of the rope's being readily uowound. 

Another section provides for the penalty of 
a heavy fine for each day during which the 
law is violated, and a third empowers the 
courts to restrain the use of any such buiid- 
ing until the law is complied with. This is 
an excellent suggestion so far as it goes, but 
much more is needed. This is an appliance 
to be used in case of fire, but other measures 
should be taken to prevent the spread of fires 
after they have taken. The kitchens of 
hotels should be placed on the top floors in- 
stead ot at the bottom. ‘Il heelevators should 
be made fire-proof. They are now only pme 
flues or chimneys tocarry flames to every 
floor. They should be lined with tron and 
their doors should be fire-proof, and they 
should not be allowed to come in too 
close proximity to stairways. The stair 
casings themselves should be of iron or stone, 
and the floors should be made proof against 
fire with cement. There should be as many 
flights of stairs as possible, so that if 
one be cut off another can be used. 
In addition to the ropes provided in the 
rooms there should be fire-escapes on the 
outside of the walls in the form of stairs, 
like those, for instance, on the walls of Mc- 
Vieker's Theatre in this city, communicating 
with every floor of the hotel. It may not be 
possible to make a hotel absolutely fire- 
proof, but it is possible to construct new ho- 
tels and remodel old ones so that they shall 
present strong obstacles to the rapid spread 
of fire and allow the inmates time to escape. 

This will never be done, however, unless 
popular sentiment demands it persistently 

and indignantly. It has the power to compel 
hotel proprietors to make their buildings 
safe, and it has the laws to help it, but noth- 
ing will be aceumpiished if every one of

INCREASING THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

Since the middle of 1873 the taxpayers have 
paid off $540,275,087 of the National debt. 
Since December of the same year the rail- 
read kings of the country have increased the 
railroad. debt $2,715,456,.966 (nearly three 
billions). It was $3,784,543,084 nine years 
ago; it is now $6,500,000,000, or nearly double. 
It is all public debt, for it rests on the public 
high ways of travel and commerce and must 
all be paid by the public, principal and 
interest.

‘some Government pets in Pennsylvania, is 


complaining of the taxation thet has enabled 
the Federal Government to take from 
productive enterprise the money with which 
to pay bonds not due. But this reduction of 
National debt has the compensatory ad- 
vantage that every dollar of principal paid 
ceases forever to leech the resources of the 
people. The increase of public railroad 
debt brings, besides new railroads that are 
needed, many that are industrial eurses in 
disguise, like the unnecessary Nickel- 
Plate.“ It adds to the railroad debt some 
bonds that are properly issued, but a greater 
mass of watered stocks and bonds emitted 
solely as instruments of perpetual taxation 
of the people, who receive nothing whatever 
for the principal and interest they are ex- 
pected to liquidate, 

The statistics of Poor's Railroad Manual 
show that the railroads of the United States 
in 1872 had a debt of $55,116 a mile. They 
probably cost half that. In 1881 the debt per 
mile was Watered up to $4,411. The debt of 
1873. was swolien by the fictitious value of 
our paper currency, by the furious specula- 
tions that cameto a crash in 1873, and by 
enormous issues of watered stocks and bonds 
that were erased in the liquidation of the 
hard times. It represented short-lived iron 
rails that cost more than the long-lived steel 
rails of the mileage of 1882. On all these ac- 
counts the average debt for each mile of rail- 
road ought to have been in 18823 much 
less than that of 1872. But Wall 
street tnanciers know a trick worth two or 
three of the old-fashioned plan of growing 
up with the country.” They reach the ter- 
ritory before the immigrant. They pre 
empt all the land with railroad mortgages, 
and leave to those who grow up with the 
country the privilege of paying them off. 
All the reducticn in the railroad debt of 
$55,116 a mile ten years ago that should have 
accrued to the public benelit by the intro- 
duction of steel rails, the resumption of 
specie payments, the decline in price, has 
been povketed by the Wall street speculators 
and construction rings. Not only that, but 
they have added $9,205 more to every mile, 
or over 16 per cent. 

Besides the debt of $6,500,000,000 — four 
times the present Federal debt—that stili 
floats, there have been extinguished during 
the last seven years $1,425,932,000 of railroad 
stocks and bonds by foreclosure. These are 
the wrecks of the 1873 panic. The roads are 
left, but the paper has blown away. How 
much there is in the surviving mass of what 
are called securities that must go. the same 
way can only be conjectured. But the 
methods of railroad construction ard finance 
still in vogue make t certain that 1588, like 
1873, must be followed by severe reorganiza- 
tion of railroad indebtedness. Perfect as is 
the impunity with which Wall street—as far 
as the laws of the country are concerned— 
piles up the public debt on railroads, there 
are laws of the money market that will bring 
it to book.

Vanderbilt's Rumored Projects to 
Secure a Foothold in Pean- 
: sylvania. 


The Railroad King Again Sol- 
emuly Denies that He Is 
a Speculator, 


Good Prospects for Railroad Business 
in Indiana During the Present 
Month.

Vanderbilt/s Projects for Securing = 
Foothold in Penusyivania—A Chatty 
Taik with the Batiroad King. 

New Yor, Jan. 14.—[Special.)—For years the 
Pennaylvania and the Baltimore & Onio Rail- 
roads have been like thorns in the side of Will 
lam H. Vanderbilt. He has had yo lines to Phil- 
adelpbia or Baltimore, while the Pennsylvania, 
by its own line, and the Baltimére & Obio, by 
traffic arranyvement, have both reached New 
York. The consequences have beeu that the 
Vanderbilt interests have suffered by reasou of 
his inability to defend the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad and its counecting 
lines from the attacks of his opponents. 
The Pénnsylvania and the Baltimore & 
Ohio have insisted on differential 
to Philadelphia and Raltimore from the West. 
and they have waged loug rate wars to secure 
them. Ever since Mr. Vanderbilt helped Frank- 
lin B. Gowen inte the Presidency of the Phila- 
delpnta & Reading Railroad by bis boiding of 
stock it has been said he would use the lines to 
retaliate on his old enemies, or, to put it another 
way, to defend himself in case of future attacks. 

For some time it has been reported that Mr. 
Vanderbilt has been buying New Jersey Central 
stock. It has been said by those familiar with 
the schemes in band tha: he was doing that to 
make sure of the control of the New Jersey 
Central, as he could not depend on some holders 
of the stock to stand with him. It has also been 
said that he Res been increasing his boldings 
of Reading, and that his power over both roads 
in a test would be found to be absolute. 
Hut sa Heading lines, in the sbape 
that y were when Mr. Gowen 
was put in the Presidency, did not reach Mr. 
Vanderbilt's line. By building a short strip of 
roud called the Pine Creek from Antrim to 
Williamsport, a lateral line controlled by Mr. 
Vanderbilt, connecting with the New York 
Central at Lyons, was extended down to the 
Reading Line, and thus a circuitous road was 
secu to the tutter’s extensive coal-fieilds. 
This was looked upon as a great help to Mr. 
Vanderbilt, who was practically without coal- 
fieideof his own. In return be was to give the 
Reading nis business to Pbiladeiphia and Balti- 
more, which be did not reach. 

Vanderbilt saw in the Reading Road not only 
away to the coal-tieids, but a way to the strong- 
holds of his ald competitors, the Pennsyivania 
and the Baltimore & Ohio to Pbiladelipbia and 
Baltimore, by tines quite as direct as the others. 
The Reading ran into Philadelphia by its own 
main line, and by utilizing the Western Mary- 
land Railroad he sew hie way clear into Balti- 
more if he desired to tap that seaport. 
remained to compiete the route to Cleveland, 
UObicago, and the great points in the West was 
alink between Rarrisburg and. Pittsburg, Pa. 
The Pittsburg & Lake Erie, in which Vanderbilt 
exercised a controlling influence, extended to 
Youngstown, O., down to which ran a Drench 
of the Lake Shore 4 Michigan Southern, the 
Western mainstay of the raiiway magnate. The 
line from Harrisburg to Pittsburg is best known 
as the Head extension. Operations on it 
have begun, and it is said two years will see it 
completed. Mr. Vanderbilt provided the money 
for the enterprise, It is claimed for the lee. 
which the extension will compiete, that it will 
be very much shorter than the Pennsylvania 
and with much easier grades. Not only will the 
Reading be given a direct outlet to all parts of 
the West for its coal, but it will receive traffic 
in the shape of merchandise and passengers 
that it never received before. 

Vanderbiit will be defended, besides being 
benetited, as ia said by one familiar with the 
plans. It will add immeasurably to the strength 
ot Lake Sbeore. Besides the New York Central, 
the Lake Shore now connects witb the Penn- 
syivania at Erie, also with the Erie and tue 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western extensions, 
and will with the West Bhore when completed, 
In addition to this the Lake Shore will receive 
the business to and from Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore which the competition of the Heading 
Will bring it. ee in common terms. the 
Pennsyivania and the Baltimore & Ohio 
will be paralleled. | The projectors 
of the scheme see only the greatest results from 
it. While the fact that the extension bas been 
projected has been no secret, it bas not been 
plain to Bee what its full object was, and it 
has been difficult to obtain the detailed plans of 
the organizers Of the new system. A few rail- 
road men who know of the pian speak of it as 
the masterstroke of Vanderbiit. It completed 
his system. giving dim a line into all the great 
Bastern seuboard cities, New York, Boston, 
Pboiladelphia, and Baitimore, and put bim in a 
position to detend his vast interests in a way to 
make bim ruler of the whole situation.

Indignant Steamship Agents—The New 
Regulations of the Trunk Lines to Be 
Reeisted. 

The recent action of the Eastern trunk tines 
reguiating steamsbip agents and reducing the 
commission on emigrant business to 5 per cent 
has caused a storm of indignation among the 
steamship agents all over the country. A meet- 
ing is proposed at which uniform action is to be 
taken for resisting the pew regulations of the 
railroads. The National Steamship and Ratlwey 
Gazette handies the trunk lines and Commis- 
sioner Fink without gioves, and in a series ot 
articles and communications the direst venge- 
anee of an outraged public ia predicted. Ia one 
of these articies the Gazelle says: 

“The Trunk Line Pool Commissioner das is- 
sued anuther mandate, and before which all 
General Agents of steamehip lines are ex pected 
to bow their heads in humble submission and 
obey in meckuess. 

* All agents must report all prepaid railroad 
orders beretefore issued, and pay the amount 
due thereon on or before Jan. 10, and report and 
make remittances weekly thereafter under pen- 
ality of disqualification. 

“Mr. Autocrat, put it correctiy if yau please 
—ali General Ageute are expected, at their own 
persona! expense, to send out notices to all sub- 
agencies that on and after Jan. 1 a commission 
of oniy 5 per cent or not exeeeding $1 will be 
paid for any prepaid order; and forward to each 
of these agents a copy of the new trunk-line 
tariff’. be responsible for agent's deficiencies, 
pay all expenses of postage, stationery, print- 
ing, and labor cannected with the tvapdling of 
the raiiroad orders out of cheir own puckets, 
simply for the privilege of being an underiing 
of Mr. Autovrat, who jis elevated upon a thrune 
erected by the trunk lines, from which he is- 
sucs bis orders like a movarch. 

Wat is this but a tyragnical use of a money 
power and monopoly. A centralmation of 
wealib for the purpose ot crushing the weaker 
cqmpetitor. Will the great Commonweaith of 
Now York permit this pernicious system? tbis 
centralization of forces? the discrimination 
against the poor of our Own country, who are 
compelled by this pool to pay second-ciaas rates 
tor third-class accommodation, while the for- 
eigner who just arrives pays one-third ices for 

same accommodations? 

* Why should there be a discount of nearly one- 
third permitted to a fureiguer while it ie denied 
the American-born citizen? We most respect- 
fully call the attention of the Senate Committee 
which is investigating Castle Garden to look 
into this matter alse end bring it to the atten- 
tion of the Legisiature.

One obstacle lu the way of human success lies 


in the fact that man has so many capuabilities 
that it is difficult to deveiop them equally from 
bis childhood. and equally difficult to keep them 
all in active existence in and through mature 
years, The brute creation enjoys two advan- 
tages, not the one only of beiug guided unerr- 
ma ly by instinct, but that of possessing a nature 
not subjectto many laws. Man has so many 
powers that he is exposed to a hundred forms of 
failure, and like a magician dancing among 
knives which he is throwing around with hisown 
banda, must be upon the alert lest some form or 
second of danger be overlooked, The more com- 
plex the machine the more difficult is its mo- 
tion; the more easily is it thrown out of 
repair. As the richness of a soil is often its in- 
jury, Causing it to send up more weeds and 
grasses and grains than can thrive well in one 

to grow a stalk so tail tuut it breaks too 
easily under the summer shower, so man’s mind 
guffers from its marvelous collection of desires 
and powers, and sinks under an overload of 
activities. Thus a perfect man or woman is im- 
possible. As in the history of the body under 
the artilicial laws of society and the inexplicable 
freaks of nature uo one reaches perfect beauty, 
but must be told at last of some defect of some 
feature, or of size, or voice, or waik, or gesture, 
go in the history of the mud the record of de- 
fects fils a larxe chapter, and we say he is wise 
but not bright, or bright but not deep. or guod- 
matured but penurious, or bonest but cold, or 
learned but seltish. Thus virtues come and go, 
and the beavens of the soul are as variable as 
an April sky.

owners, managers all were 
jans of human life and each life was fost by 
their indirect command. The heroes who once 
Toll in au awful carnage enjoyed in dymg tins 
thought: “ We lie beremt the command of our 
country”: but over the dead of last Wednesday 
the painful epitaph must be written: 
We were tortured to deuth by faithiesness. 

WatcBmen pacing each tloor in the night; 
watchiven relieved at short intervals would have 
rob the original architect and builders of 
their power to maim and kill. But faicbfuiness 
to duty was not a part of those who built or who 
managed the machine of death. Mortar 
brick and wood euter in all these large struct- 
ures, but faithfulness is not thought a part of 
building material. It is too expeusive for com- 
men use. The calamity of our sister city may 
be our caiamity tomorrow; for it is all a ques- 
tion of an overturned lamp, or of a mouse 
a match. Man does not govern his worid—be 
oniy lives in it; and de does not always live 
long. and often his death is terrible. He bulids 
windows to admit figdt and air, but they 
are often made use of by convulsed per- 
sons who clasp the silis and scream for 
merey to the crowd below: 
stairway and an cievator with whiea to climb 
to bis ved ut night, but be dees not always come 
down by nis convenient instruments. If the 
mated, or tne pile of oiled rage, or a fluttering 
curtain say 80. the inmates Burl themselves 
from the upper wiudows and are mangied until 
no uffection can see the features wf loved ones. 
Thus the King of Kings, the Legislator of the 
universe, punisbes ali contempt for truth and 
constancy, and comes to ali the thinkers, and ail 
the patriots, and all the men boiding offices of 
trust, to all the buliders of houses, and says: 
“Be ye ali faithful and the reward is near your 
foreheada.”’ 

There seems no place in all the wide expanse 
of society where one can pause aud say: Here 
have we found faitafuinessa in its fall bioom. Ia 
tue relation of mother to child it is more univet- 
sai and deeper than tn any other path of human 
life. Here the poets come to fad aa alfection 
full ot faithfulness: 

Ah, biest are they for whom mid all their pains 
‘iba: faithiul and upai.e ve remain 

lite wrecied around them, bunted from their rest, 
And by all elise fursaken or distressed. 

When his mother’s portrait was shown aim 
Cowper said: 

Oh, that those lips had language! Life has passed 
With me but roughly since i saw thee la. 

Those lips are thine; thine vqwn sw sinile I see— 
The sume that oft in childaeud soi 0. 

Up tothis phenomenon of soul religion comes 
when it desires to illustrate the love of Goud: 
and hither come the moralists when they wish 
to prove chat duty may be without admixture 
of self-interest. In modern times this one 
word—mother--is most fully uoveiling itself. 
because it is only a mind strong in learning and 
sensitive by culture that can measure such a 
hignt or such a depth of devotion. 

bat a garden of Eden should we have should 
this faithfvuiness unto death spring up im the 
marriage relation as it hus sprung up between 
mother and child! But bere the recklesness of 
the human race reappears, and this matrimonial 
fapric is buiit for u day and is not founded upon 
rock like the mountains or the pyramids. 
Enough instances of iutinit faitafuluess exist 
to cast light — 45 the divine meaning of this 
great friendship, but not enough instances to 
secure for the homes of earth the most perfect 
happiness. The enemies of this tie are as 
numerous as the enemics of the wheat-ficid or 
the vineyard. it was once thought that nothing 
was so valuable to the multitude as their bread 
and wine. In boly and profane books these 
two products mood for a strong body 
and a happy heart. The vineyard 
and tne harvest ficld thus were used 
to express the goodness of land and of en- 
mate. aud of goverament, and of God's provi- 
dence. Here where most hopes were centered 
most foes appeared, and above ail that grows 
the harvest leid and the vineyard are most 
easily blighted. Rust, damp, insect, mildew, 
frost, and unmeless unseen enemies seem always 
bhovermg around the borders of these biessed 
felas. The more valuable a house the more do 
the bandits and piunderers look toward it by day 
and night. Thus the marriage relation, perhaps 
the chiet basis of society, is attacked by the 
most bahdits from the woods or the desert. 
Compared with this sentimeut a mother’s love 
enjoys peace. it cun bioom in a rich 
soll under a serene sky. As against 
nuptial perfection the depravity of ‘the 
beart musters all its motley troops. The 
Seliisbness that will not admit of an equai 
partnership, the selfishness that permits the 
wife to be a Slave that the master may be free, 
the egotism which persuades the husband that 
he has outgrown the wife or che wife that she 
bas passed up above her husband, the dewraded 
feelings which wonder if youta and beauty have 
not departed and which cannot measure the 
value of a soul, the innate fticklicnvss of mere 
passion which must have new toys each day, are 
specimens of the wild Arabs which come swoop- 
ing dowa upon the rien train before it nas moved 
many days’ march from the orange-Diossoms 
and the loving benedictions of friends. There is 
no peculiar reason to be found in the times for 
the frequent failure of marriage-belis to ring in 
great happiness. Indeed the growing intelli- 
gende so coutessed should vow be making not 
ooly improved houses, but improved inmates in 
houses, and should be making domestic luve as 
fine and beautiful as the furniture and iixtures 
which are around it or as tne floor or carpets 
under foot. The truth is, that total depravity 
bas always loved to display itself in this relation 
of heart to heart, and in our era, as iu ail before. 
oe incessantiy to make a bell of u para- 


To us, thus pondering amid the human bearts 
and faces, happy or sad, which ulli the houses or 
throng our streets, there comes the feeling that 
„ faithfuiness” is a ue divinity, whose comimg 
a hait-divine race tearfully awaits. The young 
man entering a profession, the lawyer ou the 
morning of a possible career, the young clergy- 
man writing bis first sermon, the oflicer 
assuming his place of responsibility, 
the patriot espousing the cause of his 
native land, the mother looking into the blue 
eyes of her infant, the husband taking the hand 
of hia bride, the Coristian loukiag at the cross, 
should ali alike bow in tbe great temple of nat- 
ure, and hear the law of success read to them in 
voices loud or soft. awful or sweet: “Be thou 
faitb{ui unto death.” 

In the great biue there are planets and stars 
which are said to have passed through their 
artes million-year life, and by slow decline to 

ave parted with their lastfurmof organized 
existence, and to be unabie any longer to shuw 
a colored insect in a ray of light, or even a spray 
of moss upon a rock. Our mova is thus cuount- 
ed as a desolation wrought in the vid eternity; 
but so are there in the same depths of 
— Other worlds, where the forms of 
life are just beginning to appear, and where the 
morum of asublime day is just dawning, with 
its first dews, and first flowers, and tirst song of 
birds. This fuithfuiness unto death is not a 
burned-up star whose glorv has long since 
faded; but it is rather a new world yet to wheel 
around in a grand orbit and be bome of a

But this “ faith- 
fulness unto death is not a chord lost from 
garth, but a strain strugziing to enter in. It 
will sound at times in the inner recesses of all 
your spirits with its “touch of infinit calm: 
and if bur ear is too heavy to caten its great 
amen, it will not sink into silence, but it will 
await the coming of nobler men and nobier 
women: tor God's will is yet to be done on earth 
as it is done in Heaven, and faithfuiness shall 
be crowadd on both sides of the grave. 


DR. H. W. THOMAS. 


Blessed Hope. 

The subject of the Kev. Dr. H. W. Thomas’ 
discourse at the People's Church yesterday 
morning was Blessed Hope.“ He took for his 
text; 

looking for the blessed hope and the glorious ap- 


pearing of the great God and our Savior Jesus Christ. 
—T tua, ., . 


The word bope expresses something more than 
a wish or a desire, aud something less than be- 
lief or faith. We often wish fur things when 
we have not the least expectation of having 
themp, and we may desire wealth or position 
when we know they are impossibie. But hope 
is desire and expectadion combined, or desire 
with some ground or reason fur expecting that 
the desire will be realized. Hopeis thus more 
than desire, but it is less than a positive bolief; 
it is expectation, and not certainty. Hope is 
the extending or reacting out of the mind and 
the heart after some future good, with the ex- 


We have befure ua, then, these two points to 
considered: man's desire for the good, and

dem to contradict thie higher claim: but this 
aleo is true, that the baser desires exist under 


protest of our bigher nature: and if they ruie us

savs, t vest. It 
when men are very far fallen, if ever, ind : 
that they can delight in wrong because it is 
wrong, or find giory in their shame. We do not 
in our calm bours inwardly approve our own 
bad acts; we do not tind pleasure in dweiiling 
upon them; we do not expect the esteem of our 
fviiow-men upon apy such grounds, It isa 
most significant tact that both the judgment 
and the conscience of the worid uphold and lo- 
rify the right, and that wrong ie always in dis- 
repute, and in its inore unt forms is held in 
universal detestation. Andthis one fact of the 
presence of the principle of the good in man, 
and tue struggle of this prineipie for the su- 
premacy, is in itself u ground ofjhope. It teils 
of a plau and a purpose of God ta our creation; 
and it is a great prophesy of what is yet to be. 
Findmgin ourselves the principle of guod- 
ness, God-likeness, we might expect to find ia 
society, and in the consiitution of things, and ia 
the dealings of God with the race, soma 
corresponding to this inner life and looking to 
its deveiopment and ultimate perfection. And 
this expectation is not disappoiated, for the 
whole structure of society is upon a pian look- 
lug to tuts end. It we study society as an evo- 
lucion we must say that its present forms and 
teudencies are the natural outworking of inner 
forees. If we study it as the result of human 
experience and effort, we must say that man bas 
found the wood to be the best, and bus planued 
Lor its development and conservation. If we 
study society as unfolding along a line marked 
vut voy the Almighty and ministered to by dis 
agencies we reach the same result, and must say 
that it is so shaped as to favor the good and to 
repress the evil. So it matters not what theory 


Wo may bring tothe study and solution uf the 


life of man, we reach the same result in fact. 
Society is projected upon a pian that is promo- 
tive of the right and not the wrong. The plant- 
ing of the rice in the relation of the family 
lovksto tuts end; all legisiation points in the 
same direction—all laws have in view the en- 
couragement and the protection of industry and 
personal rigbts aud the repression of wrong. 

And wheu we study the constitution of things 
we reach the same strikilug facts and conciu- 
sions. Whether we sbould it best or right or 
not, still the nature of things is such that no 
Front progress is possibie to man or to soviety 
except alung certain lines. Suppose we should 
attemptto frame laws to protect and reward 
murder, and theft, and adultery, and faisehood; 
suppose we should pruject society upun the plan 
that what we cail riebt is wroug, aud what we 
call wrong is right; that is, attempt to reverse 
the moral order of things—any one can see that 
such a course would work destruction; that the 
righta of life and property and all the 
bigher forms of culture and happiness 
would perish, and that the worid 
would sink to the lowest barbarism. 
But we do not attempt any such reversal of the 
moral order, because we know it would De sui- 
cidal,and because there is some power that 
tends to right that holds us and that will uo 
permit such a departure frem the order or cou- 
stitution of Nature. 

And sow, wher in the licht ot these sugrest- 
ive facts we study the workings of God as re- 
vealed in the Bibdie, and as seen in history, and 
as felt in the souls of men, we find that it cor- 
— 2 precisely, though in a higher degree, 
with the nature of man. and the structure of 
society, and the environments of life. All the 
teach ngs of the Bible, and ail the promises, and 


the threatenings, and the hopes, and the fears | 


of religion are for one purpose and move in 
one way. They look to the education wi 
the rave in knowledge and virtue; they 
look to lifting man above the dominance 
of passion and appetite, and to the enthrone- 
ment of reason and the moral sense; they look 
to the renewing and charaectecring of man in the 
life and righteousness of God. For tots the law 
was g:ven; for this the ceremonial worsuip of 
the Hebrews was established: for this Curist 
came and taught, and suffered, and died; for 
thie the church with all its minisirauons of 
song, and prayer, and worship exists; for this 
the Holy Spirit is working and striving with al! 
hearts in ail lands. 

Now, as the result of these facts of the pature 
of man, and the nature ot tbiags, and outwurk- 
ings of sovuiety, and the purpose and agency of 
God, we have this result: that the good is an 
acknowledged and an established fact in tne 
world. it i a part of man’s nature: it 
is in harmony with the moral order: 
it is intrenched in the forms of s0- 
ciety, it is ministered to and fed by the 
power of God; it is the living experience, the 
conscious life joy of millions the worid over. 
Aud ail these things go tv make the same foua- 
dations of hope, or of the desire and the expect- 
ancy, the outreachings of our race tor tne bet- 
ter. And it is only in some such way that reason 
ie justined in furming a faith—for. to beheve. 
mun must dave something on which to rest bis 
faith; end it is in this way, tov, that hope has 
a something on which to stand and look to the 
beyond. Lut, having these great facts upon 
whith to rest, he hopes of our race are not 
mereempty and unreasonable wishes, but the 
longings and outreachings that look with cou 
dence to a giorivus realization. 

We bave then reached this point; we find the 
human family possessing desirea for good that 
have been but partiaily realized, and standing 
before the future in au attitude of reasonabie 
expectancy, or of hope, and that this expectaucy 
naturally arises frum past experience and pres- 
ent facts; and is justified upon either of tue 
turee theories that we have oifered as a possible 
ex planation of the desire. 

Suppose that we take the lowest ground, and 
say that the desire in man for the good is simply 
the result of experience and utility; that fading 
certain course, of conduct are more cvuducive 


| to happiness than others, he counts them the 


best, and hence adopts them. Now. if experi- 
ence bas tausht the world this lesson, and suc- 
ceeded in partialiy educating the race to habits 
of industry and economy and hunesty, may we 
not dope that the same experience will not only 
bold the worid to its preseut attalameuts, but 
continue to lead it stilibigher? It part of the 
race have learned the utility of morality and the 
benetits of peace, why not the lesson go on till 
all have learned the same lesson. and dishonesty, 
and intemperauce, and crueity, and war be 
abandoned as not conducive to happiness? If 
experience has taught us the advantage of the 
railroad over the oid stage- coach. why may not 
the steam-car lead us to hope for still greater 
progress? Aud thus on this ground the expect- 
ancy of the wurid—its reaching furward for 
some greater good—is not without reason. 

Or let us account for the desire in man for the 
good, and tye present advanced condition of the 
world upon the hypothesis of evolution. and say 
that there is sumetaing u the nature of things; 
some law Or tendency OV which the lower forms 
are successively followed by the bigher, and 
that alone this law one form of life bas ap- 
peared above anocner, frum the radiate and tho 
mollusk ou to tae vertebrate, and to man who 
crowns the series. And let us say that primitive 
man, whe was but one step above bis parental 
ape, bas in obedience to this law passed out of 
the uncivilized state and risen to such tormas of 
goveroment, and religion, aad science as we 
Und in togiand, and Germany, and our own 
country; having said ail this, are we not 
lett in a position 10 look for still more? 
Does not eveluuen place the world in ao 
attitude of expectancy? Certainly it dovs; for 
wbo shall set aay bounds to the possible resuits 
of this upward- moving poteocy or law? If ev- 
olution bas evolved from chaos a universe, and 
from dead matter aud formless dust the ruse, 
and the pine, and the bird of plumage and song, 
and man with reason and conscience, and learn- 
ing, aud law. and relizion, where shall wo draw 
a ime and say it can da no more? If evaiution 
have lifted up a part of the race, why not lift up 
all? Ir evolution bas given the worid its Ho- 
mers, and Dantes, and Piatos, and Bacons, and 
Lafayettes, and Gambettas, why not give the 
world still greater povts, and philosophers, and 
statesmen? Aud so. evoluuen leaves the world 
in expectancy—vids us watca and wait for the 
greater good yet to be. And we may go further 
and say, that if evoludon oe true—and it is 
guining ground every day in the convic- 
uous of more thinkers, and SO 
no why we should op- 
pose its progress—if e voluuon be 
true, it wus always true, and bas been at work 
in all the pass; and who can say that if inja few 
thousand years working on our earth it has 
made civilizagea, made science, made govern- 
meats and religion, made Jesus Christ, that it 
hus not in the long past peopied other stars and 
suns, and made other and higber orders of be- 
ings? Woo can say that it has not made a God 
of moral perfection, and of power over nature 
to vontrol it as we do, only on a universal scale? 

And thus we tind that the philosophical and 
the scientific view of things places mau in a po- 
sition of expectancy: both place the world on an 
upward piane; both point to what is yet to be. 
And when we take up the Biblical view of the 
world and we find 


bas its own and in some sense peculinr grounds 
frum which to project the scene of its brighter 
future. lt vegins with God—berins with the ab- 
soluteiy perfect and good—and then, taking the 
race inits infancy and its sin and ignorance, 
comes it with law. and revelation. and the whole 
ecunomy of edacavon and saivation. Along 
this progressive movement appear such 
characters as ‘Abraham and Moses the 
prophets and Jesus Christ and thé apostles. The 
scheme is cust on a wide scaie—it is to bless all 
the families of the earth”: it isto rule man at 
lust by an inward law written upon the heart; it 
is to be a kingdom of inward neipies; it iz to 
conquer evil. to banish wars, to bring ia univer- 
sa! peace and 

And thus religion, looking to its to what 
has been, aud to its present status any age, 
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chains fell from four millions of slaves in this 
Or in other words, the scriptural conce 
tion is God is continuously with the world 
and with man, and that at times there are special 
manifestations of His presence and power. 

Now, in the light of such a conception as this, 
the church, the prayerful and illumined hearts 
bave always been hoping. The patriarchs all 
died in the hope of what was yet to be. Jesus 
bade His disciples watch, and wait, and pray fur 
His — 2 nd the Christian world is invok- 
ing, lust week was everywhere specially 
praying that His kingdom sbould come, that His 
rule should be over all bearts and all lands, And 
surely this bope bas much upoa which to rest. 

Bat Christignity does more. it not only 
iliumines the future of this world with promises 
of whatis vet to be, but it lifts the vell and 
“ brings life and immortality to light.” And we 
might expect as much. Standing in the light of 
science, and beholding the onward and upward 
march of things, reason and hope project some 
possible and wider field for man in some future 
world. Aud standing in the tight of God's great 
pian, and in the light of God with man in Christ. 
and in the presence of Moses and Elias who 
came back to talk with Jesus on the Mount, and 
in the presence of the angels who attended 
Jesus in all His life on earth, the gates stand 
open, and the eternal worid is revealed. Wesee 
that all this scene is but preparutory, but intro- 
ductory to the greater realities beyond. 

And hence we look for the biessed hope and 
the glorious appearing’ of Christ in all truth, 
and all progress, and all gain of principie, of 
— and truth, and love among men. We 
ook to the earth redeemed and filled with the 
giory of the Lord. And we look for a biessed 
future. We hope, when we pass from earth two 
live on in some fairer land—we bupe thea to 
mect all we have known and loved. We ho 
that there, as here, the Father will wait, and t 
angels of love and light go to and fro to Father 
in the lost; and we hope for the blessed day 
when Christ shali gather ali in one, and God 
make all things new, 

O biessed hope! It rocked our cradies in child- 
hood; it spread tor our feet flowery paths of 
youth; t led us oa through ail the hardships 
and sufferings of after years; it goes before us 
now; it iiimaines the darkuess of death and 
sbiaes as a star on the eternal shore.

Lessons of the Miiwstukee Horror. 

The Rev. J. Spencer Kennard, pastor of the 
Fourth Baptist Church, preached last evening on 
the * Lessons of the Milwaukee Horror.” His 


text was: 

Ane after the fire a still small voice.—l. Kings, 
Zit... . 

Many ways, be said, had the Jehovahof com- 
peliing the attention of a community or an indi- 
vidual when heedlealy forgetting Him. We were 
justiued. when God gent the soourging pestiience, 
or the devastating cycione, or the red conflagra- 
tion, in thinking that He meant these as fore- 
runners to awaken our attention, call of our 
vagrant minds from their ordinary course, and 
ecoustrain us to listen to His still small voice of 
instrucdon, waraing, and mercy. We had been 
through the week started and borritied 
by the calamity with a crime at its founda- 
tion and bitter wo in its results 
unppeumg in an neighboring city. It had sent, 
perbaps, four score human beings into eteraity 
and spread lamentation in hundreds of happy 
bomes—the homes of rich and poor alike. Tast 
tragedy was ended. It speaks to usof the reck- 
leaness of society regarding human life. The 
hotet had been koown for years asa dangerous 
piace in the eveut of tire, oraay panic. It wus 
not provided with sufficient means of protection, 
extinguishment, or escape for the imperiied, 
Many bad predicted that sooner or iater it would 
become the burning prisou of its inmates. 
Only the night before insurance was refused on 
sume of the furniture in it ou this very ground, 
To send 200 people to bed, knowing that if one 
of the ten thousand accidents, not to speak of 
incendiarism, which mige occur should hap- 
pen that night the joss of life would be certain 
and fearful, was criminal ca&relesness, not only 
on the part of those owniwg and conducting the 
hotel, but upoa society in teat city, woore organ- 
ized authorities were bound to see that such a 
peril should be averted by the strong and merci- 
tul arm of law. Men were bound together in 
society under a natural and divine law of mu- 
tuai protection. And God would not bold that 
community guiltless which permitted through 
carelessness or parsimooy the most adequate 
protecdon to the citizen and the waytarer trom 
those perils to whict they were exposed, so far 
as faithful laws faithfully executed could do it. 

While we bad made some progress in protect- 
ing human life, how much remained to be done! 
How coarelesiy were our laws executed! We 
werte oaly balf awake to the value of life. 
“ Oriminal carelesness was the dismal verdict 
still written on many a burning tenemeut- house. 
or theatre, or horribie railroad collision, or crash 
of unsafe buildings. Look weat home. Our 
footwaiks in many places in thecity. Their 
treacoeruus holes. and sudden plunges, aud deep 
chasms seem to a strunger as if they were spe- 
cially left that way toreapa harvest of broken 
limos. Look atthe grogwertes, whose regular 
business it isto harbor and educate criminals, 
madden their bruiu with poisonous liquors, aod 
seud them into the streets and into nomes ripe 
for deeds of cruelty and death! Look at our 
shamefully defective police force, with many 
good and true men doubtiess upon it, but so 
feeble in numbers and so poorty bandied by 
subordinate oificers as to leave our streets the 
scenes of nightly danger, and robbery, 
and death. Look at the buildings in 
this city, dens of pestilence, dan- 
gerous in construction, and uaprovided, 
thousands of them, pubiic and private, places 
of amusement and places of business, Dboteis 
and boarding- houses, unprovided witb reason- 
abie means of protection against fire or escape 
tor the inmates. Is not the blood of many a vic- 
tim of the brutal drunkard, siugger, and ‘cut- 
throat tmaem the skirts of the wupicipal au- 
thorities in this city? Sbame! Shame! cry the 
voices of multitudes of respectalie citizens at 
the feebleneas, tickleness, and demagogism in 
muny departments of the City Governinent. 

The second lesson taugut by this terrible event 
was the undiscriminatwg operadon of Divine 
laws. It is said t buman law is often bard on 
the weak and lenient on the rica and stron. 
Ine decisions in our courts will often iiustrate 
that the law is a gossamer net which catches the 
midgets and the minnows, but lets the black 
beeties and the strong sharks yo ciean 
through. It was not so with tue operation 
of the laws of Nature and Nature's God. 
His laws of retribution and Hw laws of mercy 
worked with absolute uniformity. And so His 
en vation was as free, and as full. and miguty in 
its operation for the pauper outcast or the 
triendless criminal as it was for the beioved in- 
mate of the virtuous home, while His wrath 
would be visited upon the fashionable, intiuen- 
tial, beautiful, and admired transgressor as cer- 
tainly as upon tbe reprobate and vile. Let us, 
then, once for all. lay «aside flattery and pre- 
sumption in the presence of God's laws of retri- 
bution. und lay aside fear and despair in the 
preseuce of His laws of mercy and grace. 

Another lesson was the beauty of herole self- 
sacritice. What an inspiration should we derive 
from those scenes of brave firemen and other 
citizens rushing into the flames, traveling again 
and again the dizzy ladder-bridge, and in other 
wuys exposing tnemseives to svorching and to 
death, that they might save the terrilied, imper- 
lied ones: and what u contrast to the sel ishuess 
— others who feared to lead the merciful aand 
of heip! 

The unal lesson was that it was the part of 
wisdom to be prepared for the wurst, to be ready 
to meet our Gud whether death comes soon or 
late—wbether in terribie suddeuuess or after 
long delay. 

We bad itin our power to provide ourselves, 
he would not say with a tire escape, ora life pre- 
server, or an insurance policy, or physicians 
most skilifuil, but with an inward prineiple of 
peace and power, of hope and triumph, which 
met deatu as a conquered foe, and rejoiced, and 
saug, and smiled in the midst of it, as tne Israei- 
ites did when marching tbrouga the parted sea, 
God with them, and nota wave of troubie roil- 
ing over their happy souls.

Prrrssuna, Pa., Jan. 14.—{Special.]—A young - 


schoolmistress named Alice Woodward, living 
near Erie, Pa., was waylaid one evening in 1876 


by a masked man, dragged into a ‘thicket, and, 


despite ber tears and supplications for mercy at 
the hands of her captor, brutally outraged and 
left for dead. She recovered, however. in the 
course of time. She did not see her assailant’s 
face. Shortly after the brutal occurrence 
Charies Stafford was arrested oa suspicion. The 
evidence against him was entirely circumstan- 
tial. Andrew Reeder Moore, a wortbless fol- 
low, was the principal witness. tie testi- 
fied that Staiford admitted to him that he 


(Stafford) was the perpetrator of the crime. | 


Upon this testimony Stafford was convicted and 
sentenced to the Western Penitentiary for fifteen 
years. Stafford was received at that institution 
Oct. 31, 1876. Warden Wright today informed 
your representative that last summer Stattord's 
case was brought up before the Pardon Board 
ou the ground of some additional evidence from 
aman in Michigan. The evidence was not con- 
sidered sufficient, however, and the pardon was 
refused. The general conviction among the in- 
fluential men of Crawford County is that Staf- 
ford is innocent, and a determined effort will be 
made to secure his pardon at the next meeting 
of the board in February. 
THE CASE. 

A gentieman familiar with the case made the 
following statement concerning Stafford’s trial 
and conviction: On June 29, 1876, Alice Wood- 
ward taugbt school at Miller's Station, Crawford 
County. Leaving her school for home about 4 p. 
m. that day, a man with a pillow-case over his 
bead caught her, threw her over a fence, and, 
despite her most strenuous exertions and 
screams, brutally outraged ber person. Alice 
swore that she recognized her assailant as 
Stafford by bis voice, mouth, teeth 
and =—s shirt. On cross-examination, she 
was not positive as to his voice and general ap- 
pearance, but when Moore was cailed he swore 
point blank that Stafford confessed to nim that 
he had outraged the girl and requested him to 
keep quiet. The defense proved Moore to be 
without truth or veracity, but without avail. 
An effort was made fora new trial, when the 
defense was prepared to show by the testimony 
of William R. Mootrose, Jennie Stafford, J. G. 
Wilson. Amanda Gates, and several others that 
Moore admitted to them that he had perjured 
himself; but Judge Lowry refused to grant a 
new trial, on the ground of economy to the 
county. About a year ago a man named Me- 
Gous, residing in Michigan, confessed, on his 
death-bed, that Stafford was innocent. This Mo- 
Gous was an iutimate friend of Moore. Moore 
was a bard character, frequentiy abusing his 
mother, and at one time attempted the lite of 
his brother Frank. It is believed bis dying reva- 
lauon wii secure the pardon of Stafford. 

MOORE’S SUICIDE. 

Moore's suicide at Waterford, near Erie, was 
undoubtediy caused by remorse for the terrible 
crime. The wound was not immediately fatal. 
A short time before de died he called for 
Mr. Fred Cummings and ordered room 
to be cleared, that be migat unburden in private 
to his friend. This confession, it is said, relates 
to Stafford and fully acquits bim of the crime 
for which he has so long been immured in the 
Western Penitentiary. That Moore committed 
perjury no one baving a kyu f 
has the slightest doubt, nor that 
the real vriminal. Bx-Sherit! Ryan, the 
A. B. Richmoad, and neariy the entire bar and 
community of Meadville unite in protesting the 
innocence of Staiford, and the Hon. Henry 
Butterfield will ask die release trom the 
Pardon next month. Warden 
says Stafford bas always maintained ſunocence 
of the terrible crime,in thoughtor deed, and 
lived, in contideace that one day he would be 
fully Vindicated. He has carefully observed all 
the rules of the prison, and a great favorit 
with the officers. He hasbeen intormed of the 
new phase ot che case., and is looking forward 
with impatience to the day when he will be a 
2 once more. He is in good bealth and 
spirits.

The Corn Exchange 
petitions the Governinent to abolish these duties, 
as they are held to bea kedge-weight in the 
race for the grain export trade with New York, 
Baltimore, and other points.“

THE FIRST OF PROF, GARRISON’S SERIES OF

other telegraph company owning a competing 
line, or acquire, by purchase or otherwise, ne 
other competing line of telegraph.”

The man who bundled out of bed yesterday 
morning to build the fire insisted that it was the 
coldest day this winter. He wus wrong. Perhaps 
be felt the cold more than be dia un the7th of De- 
comber last, but tuts was owing to the fact that the 
atmosphere yesterday was heavily charged with 
moisture. At the signal service station the of- 
ticer.in charge proved by a thermometer, which 
be called “self-registering and reliabie,” that 
the mercury did not descend to the sub-cellar 
as it did on the Tth of December.

The average temperature yesterday 
was about 5 degrees warmer. The dampness of 
the atmosphere, however, pincbed the ears more 
sharply, benumbed toes, and stiffened fingers, 
and ied to the misapprehension as to the posi- 
tion of the mercury in the bulb.

813.800 Profit on $115 Capital, 
Phtiadelphia Record. 

Fifteen years uno eighteen gentlemen, who 
were enwared in the oyster trade in this city, 
subscribed to twenty-tbree sbares of the stock 
of ne Philadelphia Oystermen's Association,“ 
which was just then organizing, paying 85 a 
share, or a total of $115 for their twenty-three 
shares. Since that time thesg eighteen gentie- 
men have become the only simrehviders of the 
association, tue other shares having from time 
to time been purchased by the association. 
There have not during the fiftecn years of the ex- 
istence of the association been any assessments 
of the stock, so that the $115, with interest for 
fifteen years, or less than $220, represents tho 
amount of money the cighteen stockholders have 
put out for their stuck. On Tuesday next every 
one who boids a share of the stock will be 
paid over go per share, the eighteen share- 
bolders dividing among themselves over $13,800 
as the protits of their investments of $115. The 
ussociation will then cease to exist. It started 
out by leasing wharves below Dock street at a 
time when the Dejaware Bay oyster supply by 
small schooners and sloops jo this city was 
brought bere in over 500 vessels, and when it 
was bo Uncommon thing for 270 vessel-loads o?

EAST Sr. LOULB. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Jan. 13.—[Special.}—The mo- 
tion to dissolve the injunctions obtained in the 
name of the “ae Ferry Company and In- 
nois & St. Louis Kailroad Compauy vs. The Board 
of Trade Telegraph and the Baitimore & Onio 
Telegraph Uowpany, by which the Board of 
Trade Company is prevented from doing busi- 
ness through to St. Louis, came on this morning’ 
before Judge Wall at Belleville. it appeared 
by the alflidavits of L. C. Baker, of St. Lou 
Superintendent of the Western Usion, an 
others. that both sults were really in- 
Stigated and prosecuted by that company to 
prevent a rival line from competing for St. Louis 
business, and that the wires were cut by the 
men in the employ of the Western Union, who 
had kept a gau of armed men for weeks en- 
camped on the highway to prevent a connection 
of the wires. The Judge took the papers and 
promised an sony decision. The toajunction was 
issued Nov. 30. Three efforts had been wade to 
get a bearmg. but no Judge could be found 
Untii now. The damages to the Board of Trade 
Company are estimated at between $500 and 
$1,000 per day. 


Mr. A. C. Storey, the counsel for the Board of 
Trade Telegraph Company, returned to Ubi- 
cazo yesterday, and a TRIBUNE reporter saw 
bim in the eveoling. 

“We proved,” said be, and they admitted, 
that the W rn Union is prosecuting both 
suits.

To ascer- 
tain just what was the canker 
civilization it was

ated from the laws of nature. The so-called 
laws of God, which were the laws of nature, 
told piainly that those who disobeyed the laws 
must sutfer. Mr. Sloan gave a Sovcialistic idea 
of the canker & civilization. Everywhere, in 
propurtion to the intelligence of the peopie, 
there was di@content. Man was never made to 
work, but merely, like other animals, to exer- 
cise a few hours each day and grow strong. He 
rezvarded Most, who believed in dynamite, as 
good as most anybody else, Under some cir- 
cumstances he himself might believe in dyna- 
mite, but being an American he believed ina 
reign of ideas. if he were iu Kussia he might 
desire, like Samson, to pull down the temple, 
even though he went with it. He wished his 
hearers to think wealth degraded society, and it 
was also degraded by men standing iu the puipit 
and ruling over the people by superstition, and 
they dared not get up and say: It is false.“ 

At the conciusion of the paper Prof. Baum- 
us called tor the usual collection, and, after 
strongly urging a generous contribution, he hit 
upon the happy iden of sending a fair daughter 
ot Eve around soliciting; and, of course, as ever 
since the time of Adam, the maiden wiies proved 
irresistible, 

As usual, the Professor seemed wound up for 
the occasion, and must have bis say.

I- WII you 
allow me to express my surprise and regret that 
Senator Logan should have introduced a bill 
providing for the transfer of the Sigaal-Service 
Bureau from the Warto the Interior Depart- 
ment. While I can see no good reason why any 
persun who reaily bas the good of the service in 
view should desire a change, there are many 
good reasons why it should remain where It is. 


The service is peculiar, and requires the rigid 
diecipiine of the army, instead of the go-as-yuu- 
please methods of the political appointee 
who owes allegiance on to the N. 
C. to whom be is indebdted for his 
place. and whose only qualification for it 
is the proof that he bas been of service at a cau- 
cus or on election day. Had there been one 
word of complaint on account of inefficiency or 
extravagance, had the service failed to make 
the progress looked for, then there might have 
been some excuse; but there bas not, and toda 
our signal service stands deservedly high, b« 

at bome and abroad. A branch of the public 
service so wisely conceived, so satisfactory in its 
subsequent management, and promising 80 
much in the near future, must not be disturbed.
